The Government and Ireland. 


The attempt on the Lord Lieutenant's 
life has sent a thrill of horror through the 
whole Kingdom. It has been accompanied 
by a feeling of deep gratitude for His 
Excellency’s escape from death.

American Whiskey. 

Although the Government has withdrawn 
all restrictions on the sale of whiskey, sup- 
plies are still scarce. America has come 
to the rescue, and, at the present time, 
large stocks of the spirit are being shipped 
from the United States. It » doubtful, 
however, whether this Christicas “gift” 
will be wclcomed by even th> most cen- 
firmed and thirsty “tippler.”” A trade ex- 
pert declares that the American product is 
“ raw,” and “ harder to carry than British 

hiskey ’’ ; and he declares that its quality 
iad a great deal to say in the decision of 
the United States to go “dry.” He is 
apprehensive of the results, and has ap- 
pealed to the Government for a‘clear ruling 
with regard to the blending of the Ameri- 


cin spirit with Irish and Scotch. The
